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Status of the Claims 

Compound claims 1, 2, 5, and 6 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, fast and second 
paragraphs. . 

Rejection of the Specification 

The Examiner has objected to the specification contending that the addition of unit values to 
the data given on page 48 of the specification constitutes new matter. The present amendment to the 
specification removes these unit values. Accordingly since Applicants have reinstated the original 
para graph, withdrawal of the new matter objection to the specification is requested. 
Rejection of Claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. seconfl paragraph 

The Examiner has rejected claims 1-2, 6 and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph for 
indefiniteness as (1) the variables X and Y still appear in the claims, but have been removed from 
the formula; and (2) Claims 13 fails to specify a host 

In response, Applicants have deleted the variables X and Y from the claims and added "man" 
as a host in claim 13. Basis for the amendments can be found the original claims and in the 
specification on page 35, lines 6-19. Applicants believe the amended claims are well-defined and 
request withdrawal of the indefiniteness rejection of claims 1-2, 6 and 13. 
Rejection of Claims under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph . 

Claims 1 f 2, 5, 6 and 1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S-C. 1 12, first paragraph as the Examiner 
contends that the declaration mailed March 2, 2006 is unpersuasive as (1) the declaration did not 
contain the data referred to in point 7; (2) the status of the murine mouse 'test" is unclear; and (3) 
the wording of the conclusion is too tentative. 

In response, Applicants are submitting a substitute declaration by Dr, John Somerville that 
includes the data referred to old point 7 (now point 6) that was sent by Applicants as a part of the 
original declaration, The substitute declaration also corrects typographical errors (e.g. the 
paragraphs are renumbered to delete extraneous old paragraph marking 6); is explicit with regard to 
the status of the murine mouse test; and re-states the conclusion as the Examiner suggests. 

The substitute declaration of Dr. John Somerville includes the data obtained upon testing 
representative compounds of the instant invention in the CEM assay described in the specification 
(pg 46-48). The submicromolar activity demonstrated by these compounds in this assay confirms 
the significant CCR4 antagonism demonstrated by the compounds of the present invention. The 
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declaration also presents in vivo data obtained in an established murine asthma model (ovalbumin or 
"OVA^sensitized mice) that clearly confirms the use of such CCR4 antagonists in treating asthma. 
This model is accepted in the art as a reasonable predictor of human allergic inflammation, 
particularly asthma, Please see the references included in the accompanying information disclosure 
statement that document the wide-spread use of the OVA murine model to predict efficacy in man.. 

For at least the foregoing reasons, Applicants believe the claims are enabled and request 
withdrawal of the enablement rejection of claims 1, 2, 5, 6 and 13 for lack of utility,
